TITLES OF MEDICAL WORKS MLNTIONING DUNTISTRY 
P/ The oarliest modicoesurrical book that mentions dental treate 
ment in the title 1s, dccording to R. A. Cohon (British De Je 

98: 218-219 March 15, 1955), The Poor Man's Physician and 
Chyrurrionesssewith a Method for drawing Teeth, putlished first in 
1656, and again in 1063. Cohen brings up the problem, earlier 
discussed by Proskauer in 1943 and 1947, as to what works should 
be listed in a strictly dental bibliography, since many carly 
medical and surgical works have sections dealing with the teeth 
and oral conditionse The rule prescribed by Cohen (following 
Proskauer's contention) is that in addition to works restricted 

to dental subjects, all works that mention dentistry or the teeth 
in their titles or on their title pages should also be includede
